Louisville, Ky. (AP)—A subter­ 
ranean garden of flower-like crys­ 
tals is the newest And in Mammoth 
cave. 
The formation was discovered by 
Leo 
McGavic and Cedi CutlifT, 
; guides, in a chamber, with an area 
of 500 square feet. 
It is not more 
than a mile and a half from the fa­ 
mous Sand cave in which Floyd 
Collins was imprisoned for almost 
two and a half months before his 
body was brought from its rocky 
tomb to the surface. 
Pushing their way through a tun­ 
nel which almost stopped their ad­ 
vance, McOavic and CutlifT found 
themselves in the 
flower 
garden, 
their lights reflected by millions of 
gleaming crystal flowers which rose 
front the chamber floor much after 
the manner of cabbages. The clus­ 
ters varied in diameter from three 
to 14 inches, but all were the same 
height. 
The crystals are believed to be 
nature's 
transformation of some 
s t r a n g e 
underwater 
vegetable 
growth left high and dry ages ago. 
The formation, according to Oeorge 
D. Morrison, president of the Mam­ 
moth Cave Development company. 
is neither stalactite, 
helectitic or 
italagmatic and is unlike anything 
discovered before. 
He says that it 
is some kind of gypsum formation.
